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Applicant submits this petition under 37 C.F.R. 1.84(a)(2) for the 

acceptance and replacement of Figures 8 and 9 in color. 

For Figure 8, a color photograph is necessary to depict the surface of an article 

which has undergone the first treatment step and the second treatment step of the claimed 

method. The difference between the original surface and the first treatment step surface is 

extremely fine. In addition, difference between the first treatment step surface and the 

second treatment step surface is also extremely fine and hard to see. The use of color 

allows one to appreciate the difference between the original surface and the steps. A 

black and white photograph simply does not succinctly depict such differences. The color 

photograph allows for a better presentation of the article's surface in the different stages 

of the claimed method. 
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For Figure 9, a color drawing is necessary to depict the peaks and valleys of the 

graphical representation of the surface. Figure 9a shows an eroded, unpolished surface 

with corresponding structures of significance and micro-roughness. The varying degrees 

of erosion are unable to be fully appreciated in black and white drawings. Figure 9b 

shows the same eroded surface after smoothing according to the present method. The 

difference between the before figure of 9a and the after picture of 9b is best depicted with 

color drawings. It is extremely difficult to distinguish the difference between 9a and 9b 

with the black and white depictions. The color drawing allows for a better presentation of 

the data. 

It is respectfully submitted that no new matter is presented by the color renditions 
of Figures 8 and 9. Rather, the color rendition merely enhances the respective depiction 
of the graphical data of Figures 8 and 9 in a way that cannot be appreciated by the black 
and white depictions as filed.

With this petition, Applicant is concurrently filing a response to the Office Action 
of April 14, 2008. In the response, Applicant amends the specification to include the 
following statement as required by 37 C.F.R. 1.84(a)(2)(iii): "The patent or application 
file contains at least one drawing executed in color. Copies of this patent or patent
